REGRETS  CAMPAIGN  OF  VILIFICATION  NOW  BEING  CARRIED  ON  AGAINST  HIM 


CHAPLAIN  ROY  H.  PARKER 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (BP)— Col¬ 
onel  Roy  Hartford  Parker,  Southern 
HaptMt  chaplain,  has  been  nominated 
by  President  Truman  as  Army  Chief 
of  Chaplains  with  the  rank  of  major 
general. 

Colonel  Parker,  a  native  Missourian, 
is  a  graduate  of  William  Jewell  Col¬ 
lege.  He  will  ‘succeed  Major  General 
Luther  D.  Miller,  who  has  completed 
his  four  year  term  as  Chief  of  Chap¬ 
lains. 

Colonel  Parker  first  reported  for 
duty  as  an  Army  chaplain  in  1918. 
During  World  War  n,  he  was  theater 
ehaplain  of  the  North  African  theater 
of  operations.  He  has  served  as  chief 
of  the  personnel  division  of  the  Chief 
of  Chaplains  office  in  Washington. 

RANCHER  GIVES  BAPTISTS 
$500,000  IN  LAND 

DALLAS,  Tex.—  (RN8>—  Arthur  L. 
Wasson.  Big  8prlng,  Texas,  rancher, 
has  given  the  Baptist  General  Con¬ 
vention  of  Texas  his  three-quarter 
Interest  In  56,202  acres  of  land  In  New 
Mexico,  convention  officials  an¬ 
nounced  here.  The  gift  was  estimated 
to  be  worth  about  $500,000. 

Of  the  $500,000  which  the  Bap¬ 
tists  expect  to  net.  Dr.  Bruner  said 
$5,000  will  go  to  a  fund  to  aid  needy 
college  students  and  $30,000  to  aid 
needy  college  students  and  $30,000  to 
aid  college  students  become  minis¬ 
ters  or  full-time  Christian  workers. 
The  balance  will  be  applied  to  the 
convention's  $10,000,000  budget.  It  will 
go  into  a  $5,000,000  fund  for  repairs 
and  new  buildings  at  nine  Baptist 
colleges  and  six  Baptist  hospitals  In 
the  state. 

The  gift  was  the  third  large  one 
made  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wasson  In  re¬ 
cent  years.  In  December,  1947,  they 
gave  the  Baptists  oil  and  gas  proper¬ 
ties  valued  at  $1,364,000.  In  1943.  they 
gave  $61,500  to  the  Baptist  Founda¬ 
tion  of  Texas.

Says  American*  Against  Support  For  Parochial  Schools 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C. — (RN8)— Rep.  Qraham  A.  Barden,  North  Carolina 
Democrat  who  sponsored  the  controversial  Barden  federal  ald-to-education 
bill,  denied  here  that  his  measure  would  discriminate  against  Roman  Catholics 
or  Negroes. 

The  Barden  proposal  has  been  opposed  by  various  Roman  Catholic 
leaders,  including  Francis  Cardinal  Spellman  of  New  York,  as  discriminatory. 

Barden,  speaking  on  a  radio  program,  did  not  mention  the  Catholic 
leaders  by  name  but  asserted  that  “those  church  dignitaries  who  start  political 
controversies  need  not  expect  immunity  from  political  blows."

Campaign  of  Vilification 

The  congressman  said  there  waa 
“a  personal  campaign  of  vilification” 
being  carried  on  against  him,  and  de¬ 
clared  that  "those  individuals  behind 
this  campaign  have  a  far  greater  de¬ 
sign  than  merely  attacking  me.” 

He  said  the  “falsification”  of  tha 
measure  “Is  not  accidental,”  and 
added:  "It  comes  from  those  source* 
who  are  demanding  as  their  right— 
their  right,  mind  you — to  receive  fed¬ 
eral  money  for  the  support  of  church 
schools.” 

"It  comes  from  these  sources  who 
charge  bigotry  to  any  who  disagree 
with  their  political  views,”  Rep  Bar¬ 
den  continued.  "It  comes  from  those 
sources  who  would  whip  their  flock 
Into  a  fanaticism  that  could  destroy 
the  first  principle  of  American  de¬ 
mocracy — the  separation  of  Church 
and  State.” 

Americana  Oppose  Support 
For  Parochial  Schools 

Expressing  the  opinion  that  the 
American  people  as  a  whole  do  no* 
want  Federal  support  for  private  or 
parochial  schools,  Barden  challenged 
those  who  do  to  “be  honest  and  have 
a  bill  prepared  which  would  gran* 
such  aid.” 

"Then,”  he  said,  “we  would  know 
who  among  us  would'  sanction  the 
violation  of  the  First  Amendment  to 
eur  Constitution." 

In  discussing  the  alleged  discrimi¬ 
nation  against  Catholics  In  his  bill, 
Barden  quoted  Congressman  Andrew 
Jacobs  of  Indiana  as  saying;

WELLINGTON,  New  Zealand— 
(RNS) — Convicted  of  selling  tickets  In 
an  automobile  raffle  organized  for  a

pounds  ($220)  by  a  Hamilton  court  for 
what  It  described  as  “a  by  no  means 
trivial  offense.”

The  constitution  of  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  is  as  a  rule  only  pub¬ 
lished  tn  500  Convention  annuals  each 
year.  Our  people  should  be  better  ac¬ 
quainted  with  this  constitution.  We  shall 
ask  some  questions  that  are  answered 
under  various  articles  and  paragraphs. 
These  questions  will  only  suggest  sonic 
of  the  inclusions  however.  Please  read 
the  constitution  carefully  and  we  think 
you  will  be  better  informed  about  our 
work. 

Do  you  know  the  number  of  Conven¬ 
tion  messengers  to  which  your  church 
is  entitled?  The  answer  is  found  in  Ar¬ 
ticle  4. 

“Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  from  the  regu¬ 
lar  white  Baptist  churches  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  in  harmony  and  cooperation  with 
the  purposes  of  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  Each  church  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  one  messenger  for  the  first  one 
hundred,  or  fraction  thereof,  of  its 
membership,  and  one  messenger  for 
each  additional  hundred  members  or 
major  fraction  thereof,  but  no  church 
shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  mes¬ 
sengers.” 

What  Convention  officers  are  called 
for  in  the  constitution  and  how  long  are 
they  to  serve?  The  answer  is  in  Article 
S. 

“The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  a  president,  a  first  vice-president,  a 
second  vice-president,  a  recording  sec¬ 
retary,  and  a  treasurer,  all  of  whom,  ex¬ 
cept  the  treasurer,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  annual  meetings;  provided, 
that  if  there  is  only  one  nomination  for 
an  office,  the  secretary  or  any  member 
of  the  Convention  designated,  if  there 
be  no  objection,  may  be  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  of  the  mesesngers  for 
the  person  nominated. 

All  officers  of  the  Convention  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
have  been  regularly  elected.  In  case  of 
death,  or  inahiljty  of  the  president,  the 
vice-presidents,  in  the  ordor  named, 
shall  automatically  succeed  to  the  office 
of  president.  The  treasurer  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board  shall  be  the  treasurer  of 
the  Convention.  The  president  shall  be 
an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Convention 
Board.” 

When  is  the  Convention  to  meet?  Ar¬ 
ticle  6. 

“The  Convention  shall  meet  annually 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Conven¬ 
tion  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 
The  president  may,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  other  officers,  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Convention  or 
change  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual 
meeting.”

Following  the  morning  service  on 
July  3,  First  Church,  Holly  Springs, 
had  a  ground  breaking  service  for  the 
new  church  annex.  Work  on  the  build¬ 
ing  la  now  in  progress. 

The  three-story  annex  will  provide 
for  a  iarge  recreation  hall  and  dining 
room,  a  library  and  kitchen  on  the 
first  floor.  The  recreation  hall  will 
offer  a  large  stage  for  dramatic  per¬ 
formances.  The  second  floor  will  pro¬ 
vide  a  department  for  the  beginner* 
and  the  young  people  and  two  rest  | 
rooms.  The  entire  third  floor  will  be 
given  to  the  juniors. 

Preliminary  plans  were  drawn  by 
the  N.  W.  Overstreet  Architects  of 
Jackson.  Blueprints  and  building 
specifications  were  made  by  W  .  L. 
Betts  of  Holy  Springs.  Mr.  Betts  will 
serve  as  supervising  architect  in  the 
construction.  The  contract  was  let  to 
the  Leake  and  Oopdlett  Contractors  of 
Tupelo. 

The  $20,698  now  In  the  building 
fund  will  be  applied  on  the  annex; 
which  is  estimated  at  $34,667  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  heating. 

When  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Aultman  be¬ 
came  pastor  on  October  1,  1944,  there 
was  $1,963  in  the  treasury  and  the 
church  was  $2,050  in  debt.  On  Jan¬ 
uary  1,  1945  the  building  debt  wa* 
paid  off  and  the  present  building 
fund  was  begun  with  $618.  Since  that 
time  the  fund  has  received  special 
gifts.  In  addition  to  a  designated  part 
of  the  regular  church  offering. 

The  building  committee  is  com¬ 
posed  -of  C.  D.  Collins,  O.  B.  Kerr, 
George  T.  Parker  and  S.  C.  Lowry.

lfr.  Barden  only  raised  a  question 
which  must  be  In  any  rational 
person’s  mind;  but  many  rational 
persons  have  feared  to  raise  It 
publicly  simply  because  they 
shrank  from  the  calculated  vitu¬ 
peration  which  they  would  suffer 
and  the  political  risks  they  would 
be  running. 

The  question  is  whether  or  not 
public  tax  money  shall  be  ap¬ 
propriated  for  Catholic  schools. 

Protestants  are  right  in  their 
contention  that  public  funds 
should  not  be  used  for  Catholic 
schools.  The  ('.at holies  have  the 
right  to  have  their  own  schools. 
No  one  denies  them  that  privilege. 
But  Protestants  do  not  want  to 
help  pay  for  those  schools. 

The  St.  l>ouis  Lutheran  asks  this 
pertinent  question: 

For  what  is  a  parochial  school? 

It  Is  an  instrument  by  which  a 
religious  body  establishes,  con¬ 
firms  and  propagates  its  religious 
beliefs.  It  is  not  the  primary  pur¬ 
pose  of  a  church  school  to  serve 
the  public  good,  but  to  serve  Its 
own  purposes,  1.  e.,  the  perpetua¬ 
tion  of  its  own  beliefs — religious, 
social,  scientific,  economic,  for  It 
is  no  longer  a  religious  education 
principle  that  geography  or 
mathematics  may  be  divorced 
from  religion.  All  subjects  taught 
In  a  parochial  school  are  proper¬ 
ly  religious  teaching.” 

Frankly  the  purpose  of  paro¬ 
chial  schools  is  to  advance  the 
cause  of  the  Catholic  Church.  The 
public  schools  are  open  to  them. 
The  aid  of  the  Barden  Bill  is  for 
them  as  well  as  all  others  if  they 
choose  to  accept  it.  If  they  prefer 
their  parochial  schools,  they  have 
no  claim  for  public  support.

Makes  Unjust  Attack 

Congressman  Graham  A.  Bar¬ 
den  of  North  Carolina,  has  a  bill 
now  pending  in  the  lower  House 
ti  the  Congress  in  Washington 
which  provides  that  the  $300,000,- 
000  Federal  Aid  Bill  for  state  edu¬ 
cation  be  confined  only  to  “pub¬ 
lic  elementary  and  tax-supported 
schools.**  The  bill  has  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  a  sub-committee  of  the 
House  but  it  is  not  yet  out  of  the 
full  committee. 

And  as  was  to  be  expected,  the 
Catholics  have  let  loose  a  barrage 
•f  abuse  and  vilification. 

According  to  Religious  News 
Service: 

“Francis  Cardinal  Spellman 
told  15,0041  Roman  Catholics  here 
that  advocates  of  the  Barden  bill, 
which  would  limit  the  use  of  Fed¬ 
eral  funds  to  assist  only  public 
schools,  were  ‘considering  a  era. 
ven  crusade  of  religious  prejudice 
against  Catholic  children  and 
their  inalienable  rights.’” 

The  Cardinal  was  speaking  at 
the  Fordham  University  in  New 
Turk  and  he  described  Congress¬ 
man  Graham  A.  Barden  as  an 
“apostle  of  bigotry”  and  those 
who  supported  the  measure  as 
“disciples  s i  discrimination  ”  Be 
added,  “This  discrimination  is  not 
only  unjost  to  Catholic  chil¬ 
dren  but  a  menace  to  American 


Bays  the  Watchman -Examiner, 
“The  appropriation  of  public 
funds  for  the  education  a i 
*  sectarians  Is  contrary  to  the 
American  Constitution  and 
should  bo  prevented  by  a 
definite  amendment  to 
the  Constitution,  if  necessary." 
Discussing  Cardinal  Spellman's 
outburst  Hodding  Carter,  promi¬ 
nent  Greenville  editor  writes: 

'"The  distorted  use  to  which  the 
charge  of  bigotry  can  be  put  is 
unhappily  illustrated  by  Cardinal 
Spellman’s  denunciation  of  Rep¬ 
resentative  Barden  of  North  Car¬ 
olina  for  his  opposition  to  federal 
aid  for  parochial  schools. 

Representative  Barden  is  no _ 

bigot.  As  it  happens,  he  is  a  tole¬ 
rant  man;  and  in  this  inter¬ 
change  with  Cardinal  Spellman 
he  has  shown  himself  to  be  con¬ 
siderably  more  tolerant  than  his 
critic  But  Mr.  Barden  is  a  South¬ 
erner  and  a  Protestant,  and  the 
Southern  Protestant  has  been 
the  victim  of  such  indiscriminate 
stereotyping  that  he  is  suspected 
•f  religious  prejudice  whenever 
he  challenges  any  position  of 
spokesmen  for  other  religious 
groups. 

As  a  man  of  God  and  as  the 
best-known  leader  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  church  In  the  United 
States,  Cardinal  Spellman  should 
not  stoop  to  such  tactics.  He 
should  know,  If  he  doesn't,  that 
Mr.  Barden’s  opposition  to  federal 
aid  for  parochial  schools  is  coru 
saientlous  and  considered,  and 
that  in  the  overwhelming 

Protestant  state  of  North 
Carolina  there  are  no  more 
religious  .racial  bigots— in 
and  out  of  public  or  church  office 
— than  there  are,  for  example, 

In  the  overwhelmingly  Catholic 
community  of  Boston. 

“He  should  know,  moreover, 
that  the  issue  of  federal  support 
for  parochial  or  private  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  can  be  debat¬ 
ed  separately  from  any  Protestant 
apprehension  over  closer  links  be¬ 
tween  church  and  state. 

And  in  all  probability,  Cardinal 
Spellman  is  aware  of  these  facts. 
But  since  Mr.  Barden  is  both  a 
Southerner  and  a  Protestant,  the 
easy  way  to  weaken  his  position 
was  to  call  him  a  bigot.  So  the 
cardinal  took  the  easy  way  out. 

“I  am  fed  up  with  this  kind  of 
abuse  and  with  the  looseness  with 
which  os  many  spokesmen  for 
religious  or  racial  minority  groups 
employ  the  term  'bigot*  against 
members  of  the  majority  groups. 
The  tolerance  of  the  Protestant 
South  would  stand  up  pretty  well 
when  compared  with  the  tole¬ 
rance  of  any  Catholic- dominated 
section  In  the  nation  or  else¬ 
where  in  the  world. 

And  Representative  Barden’s 
public  record  is  an  clean  and  as 
unmotivated  by  religious  biases  as 
Is  that  of  any  congressman  of  an-  ‘ 
other  faith.  But  because  he  doubts 
the  propriety  of  governmental 
old  for  parochial  schools,  he  ta 
unfairly  labelled.  If  Mr.  Barden 
had  challenged  the  right  of  Cath¬ 
olics  to  educate  their  children  in 
church  schools  at  their  own  ex¬ 
pense,  Cardinal  Spellman  would 
have  been  justlfld  in  his  attack.

Pastors  and  churches  should 
study  It  thoughtfully  and  prayer¬ 
fully.  Soma  of  the  churches  should 
he  greatly  encouraged  by  the  prog¬ 
ress  they  have  made  and  others 
should  be  humbled  by  what  they 
have  failed  to  do.  To  some  it 
should  bring  shouts  of  joy,  to 
others  wails  of  woe. 

A  study  of  this  financial  record 
will  show  that  there  have  been  a 
great  many  more  churches  co¬ 
operating  with  the  program  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
than  was  true  only  a  few  years 
•go- 

The  few  churches  that  did  not 
snake  an  offering  to  any  conven¬ 
tion  object  during  the  first  six 
months  should  be  a  matter  of  deep 
ooncern  to  the  associations  to 
which  they  belong-  The  pastor 
should  be  equally  concerned. 

The  gifts  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  shows  a  definite  increase 
aver  those  of  other  years.  This  is 
encouraging.  But  there  are  yet 
many  Baptists  who  give  little  or 
nothing  and  too  many  (one  is  too 
many)  churches  that  give  much 
too  little  in  proportion  to  ability. 

The  record  of  the  churches  was 
made  by  the  churches  and  the 
members  of  those  churches.  Dr. 
McCall  and  his  workers  have  sim¬ 
ply  recorded  what  the  people  and 
(he  churches  reported. 

Congratulations  to  Dr.  McCall 
ka  leading  Mississippi  Baptists  to 
such  a  record.  Let  ns  resolve  ta 
join  him  ia  achieving  greater 
heights  the  last  six  months  mi 
If 4ft.

A  Miss.  Missionary  Wrifas 

There  were  a  number  of  our  mission¬ 
aries  at  the  ship  to  meet  us  as  we  ar¬ 
rived  In  Japan,  among  whom  was  Bd- 
win  Doaier,  senior,  missionary,  who 
helped  us  get  through  customs  and 
brought  us  to  his  home  in  Tokyo,  where 
we  shall  live  for  a  couple  of  months 
probably. 

What  are  our  first  Impressions  of  Ja¬ 
pan?  1.  First,  the  mixture  of  C.  8.  Army, 
and  the  Japanese.  About  a  third  of  our 
immigration  officers,  and  some  of  the 
customs  officers  were  O.  L’s.  Army 
trucks  were  everywhere.  O.  L’s  were 
seen  all  over  the  pier.  The  Japanese 
proudly  strutted  their  Ekigllah  language 
and  tried  to  do  everything  the  American 
way.  In  fact,  at  the  dock  they  fell  all 
over  themselves  trying  to  be  nice  to  us 
Americans,  and  made  it  very  easy  to 
check  through  customs. 

2.  The  similarity  to  an  American  city. 

Well  paved  streets,  street  cars,  electric 
and  steam  trains,  large  buildings,  many 
Just  like  you’d  see  In  any  American 
city,  busy  people  in  American-type 
clothing,  many  automobiles  on  Uje 
streets,  many  of  them  from  the  U.  S. 

Of  course.  Tokyo  and  Yokohama  are 
perhaps  the  most  modern  cities  In  Ja¬ 
pan.  but  I  recall  that  they  were  heavUy 
bombed  a  few  years  ago.  Yet  If  I  had 
not  known  It,  I  never  would  have  guessed 
it.  There  are  many  new  buildings  and 
oo  ruins  or  wreckage  can  be  seen.
